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This decision is issued in response to applicants' facsimile communication which is 
being treated as an assertion of entitlement to small entity status and request for refund 
filed on 18 August 2006. 



On 07 July 2006, applicant filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national stage 
in the United States accompanied, inter alia, by the basic national fee; a copy of the 
international application; an oath/declaration of inventors; and an application data sheet. 

On 18 August 2006, applicants filed the present request for refund and assertion of 
entitlement to small entity status. 



37 CFR 1.28(a) provides: 

A refund pursuant to §1.26, based on establishment of small entity 
status, of a portion of fees timely paid in full prior to establishing 
status as a small entity may only be obtained if an assertion under § 
1.27(c) and a request for a refund of the excess amount are filed 
within three months of the date of the timely payment of the full 
fee. The three-month time period is not extendable under § 1. 136. 
Status as a small entity is waived for any fee by the failure to 
establish the status prior to paying, at the time of paying, or within 
three months of the date of payment of, the full fee. 
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In the present case, the 18 August 2006 request for a refund of a portion of the fees 
paid upon filing the present application based upon the subsequent establishment of small 
entity status was made within three-months of the payment of the large entity fees on 07 
July 2006. Accordingly, petitioner is entitled to a refund of a portion of the large entity fees 
paid upon filing the present application. 



The request for refund under 37 CFR 1.28(a) is GRANTED .
